The prior arts of record do not teach nor suggest, either 
alone or in combination, all the limitations of the amended 
claims of the current invention (claims 1 and 16) . The claims 
are allowable because the closest prior art of Tullis (USPN: 
6,535,243); Battaglia (USPN: 6,658,202); Su (USPN: 6, 789, 164); 
Mansfield (USPN: 5,014,192); Viswanadham (USPN: 6,208,044) as 
cited by the Examiner, fail to teach, anticipate or render 
obvious Applicant's current invention (amended claims 1 and 16) 
as being stated in the Applicant's remarks on pages 7-10 of the 
amendment filed 02/12/2009. In light of the foregoing; claims 1 
and 16 of the present application are found to be patentable 
over the prior arts. 

Claims 2-12, 14-15 and 17-19 further limit the allowable 
independent claims 1 and 16. These claims are therefore 
allowable for the same reason as set forth above.
